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Tax, Roads, Liquor 
Big Three’ Issues 
For State Solons 


By M. L. ST. JOHN 


What do leaders of Georgia’s Legisla- 
ture consider the three most important 
issues facing the 29-day January session? 


Answer: Senate leaders regard Tax Re- 
vision, creation of a Constitutional High- 
way Board, and establishment of State 
Liquor Stores as the most important mat- 
ters. Some urge passage of a Sales Tax. 


The Atlanta Constitution asked seven 
Senators and seven Representatives, lead- 
ers of both the majority and minority fac- 
tions, to list three items they consider the 
most important for the January hold-over 
session. 

In this selection, Tax Revision received 
five votes in the Senate, Constitutional High- 
way Boarad.three, and State Liquor Stores 
two. Repeal of the Voter Reregistration 
Law, enactment of a Home Rule Bill, and 
financing schools and welfare benefits got 
one vote each. 

How the House leaders feel about legislation 
will be published in Monday’s Constitution. 

Lt. Gov. Marvin Griffin, of Bainbridge, cites 
Tax Revision as the most important item facing 
the January session. Other problems will work 
themselves out subsequent to tax revision, he 
says. Griffin adds that as Lieutenant Governor 
he does not initiate legislation, but that every bill 
pending on the Senate calendar will be acted 
upon by the Senate in January. 

H. Ro Garrett, of Quitman, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, declared that Tax Re 
vision should be taken care of immediately. Geor-

Then, Davis feels that the Reregistration Law 
should be repealed. He labels it an expensive, 
foolish and worthless piece of legislation that can 
accomplish nothing except to cost lots of money 
and “put more Negroes on the registration lists 
than would ever have been there if we had only 
kept our mouths shut.” 


Senator Claude Pittman, of Cartersville, lists 
Tax Revision as the biggest business facing the 
session, and he believes a two percent Sales Tax 
with no exemptions is inevitable. He would 
repeal all special State taxes and leave the prop- 
erty tax field to the cities and counties. He urges 
a combination sales and income tax so that all 
may pay in accordance with their ability and the 


State’s needs will be financed.at reasonable col- 
lection costs. 


State Liquor Stores, with an equitable 
division of income between wet counties and 
the State, will take the liquor racket out of 
dry counties, Pittman states. Pittman says 
the State should get all the money profit in 
the liquor business and then establish a State 
hospital for alcoholics. Alcoholics should be 
sent to hospitals for rehabilitation just as the 
insane are sent to Milledgeville State Hospital 
for treatment, he says. 


“The money of the Highway Department, and 
of the liquor and beer interests has elected too 
many governors and will contigue to do so un- 
less the people decide they want their money 
spent honestly for the worthy requirements of 
the State,” Pittman continues in urging creation 
of a Constitutional Highway Board. “The Board 
should have power to elect the director and to 
take road building out of the hands of the Gov 
ernor. Georgia has wasted millions of dollars in 
every State administration by granting road con- 
tracts for political favors and approving much 
road work that is far below specifications.”

Why Should Tax Revision Be Delayed? 


Leaders of the State Senate, in statements to The Constitution, overwhelmingly list tax revision 
as the major piece of business facing the January session, At present there is an undercurrent move- 
ment to have the Tax Revision Committee delay its recommendations unti] 1951. It occurs to us that 


session. 
It is reported that Gov. Talmadge, himself, is 
_making plans for a tax revision session. At any 
rate, the Governor, who is Chairman of the Tax 
Revision Committee, declined to join the move 
ment to delay the report. 


When the General Assembly was passing 
Gov. Talmadge’s specia] tax program recent- 
ly, Administration leaders pointed out frankly 
that this was an emergency program to last 
only until the Legislature could get total tax 
revision going. To let the people know that 
they were not going to be saddled with any 
unfair taxes permanently. the General As- 
sembly unanimously passed a resolution de- 
manding that the tax revision body have its 
recommendations ready for legislative action 
in January. 


The argument is quoted that any plan for. tax 
revision will send political candidates whooping 
off in opposition to them, and that the Commit- 
tee’s recommendation would become a political 
issue kicked about in the campaign. 

Tax revision is going to be a major issue in 
next Summer’s campaign, regardless of what is 
done or not done in January. Either the Tal- 
madge Administration, which took over the Tax 
Revision Committee and which has contro] of the 
Legislature, carries through with what it has 
started and stands on a good job of tax revision 
next Summer—or it abandons it, and is damned 
for wasting public funds 9n a study that joins 
other committee reports in gathering dust at the 
State Capitol. But, we repeat, we have heard no 
indications that the Governor plans to duck tax 

_ revision in January. 


Twenty-nine days is too little time to pass a 
tax revision program, and the legislative calen- 
dars already are crowded. Legislative leaders in 
a poll picked tax revision as the No. 1 piece of 
business facing the session. Committees have 
been working on the details for two years. The 
Legislature adopted a new Constitution in this 
length of time. However, if more time is needed, 
the Genera] Assembly— which was called into spe. 
cial session to pass an emergency tax program— 
could be held in special session to complete this 
important job. | 


The $20,000,000 expected from the emer- 
gency tax program is already allocated. It 
won’t equalize Negro and white schools, like 
the Irwin County case demands—and a Fed- 
eral court decision may come before January. 
This emergency money won't finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program, which would 
answer this new Negro demand for equal 
educational opportunities.

And then you care- 
fully choose the wood for this violin, the 
maple for the back and sides and the spruce 
pine for the top. And the maple must come 
from sa tree which stood alone for many 
years, buffeted by the storms, for the wood of 
a tree which lived a sheltered life is not good 
wood for a great violin. And then you choose 
the spruce pine for the top, and this must 
come from a tree which grew high up on 
the mountain slopes, at the edge of the tim- 
berline where the peak rises into barren 
crags. 


Then you feel of this wood, and fondle it with 
the hands, and examine the grain of it, and the 
flexibility. And then you tap it and listen, to 
hear how the tone of it rings, for a piece of wood, 
if it is good wood for the making of violins, 
must have a musical tone of its own. 

And then you cut the pattern of the violin, 


to a blueprint which may be a duplicate of the 


violins of the old masters, or it may be one which 
varies slightly according to ideas of your own, but 
the relationship between fength and breadth 
and thickness may be a mathematical thing, 
basically, but there is something which is not 
mathematical, and that is the understanding of 
this piece of wood which the violin maker must 
have in his own heart.

When all these things are done and the 
neck is set, just so, with its fingerboard of 
fine ebony, then you apply your varnish. And 
this must be a special type of varnish which 
you make yourself, according to your own 
secret formula. For the improper varnish 
dries hard and glasslike, and gives a brittle 
quality to the tone, while the proper varnish 
is like the flexible skin of the instrument, 
which lets it live and breathe and sing. 


Do all these things, and do them properly, 
and you have created a violin which in its youth 


will sing with a voice that has gaiety and charm |

tion, Fulton County Health Department and the Fulton 


County Board of Education. 

Recognizing the need and right 
ef every child for normal eye- 
sight, members oi the College 
Park Woman’s Club have under- 
taken to establish a yearly pro- 
gram of visual screening. The 
Massachusetts vision testing 
Machine is designed as a simple 
screening device to be used by 
laymen and has been accepted 
* by the Council on Physical Med- 


ss icine of the American Medical 


Association. 

The screening machine was 
purchased by the Thirty Club, 
a College Park men’s organiza- 
tion, at a cost of $140. The ma- 
chite, the property of the Col- 
lege Park Woman’s Club, will 
accomplish three results: (1)

Extreme Styling Will Age Clothes

The words vere familiar, but not the voice. 
“What in the world shall I wear?” she asked. 


With a whole wardrobe of Fira 
Benenson clothes, Fira Benen- 
son, the famous designer, was 
asking us what to wear. 

“Will I meed furs?” she que- 
ried, and we detected a wistful 
tone in the qnestion. 

‘All the women here,” she of- 
fered plaintively, “are wearing 
print dresses. 

“Tt is 85 in New York today.” 

So that was it. 

Usually as decisive and as- 
sured as the clothes she designs, 
Miss Benenson was not, it now 
became fairly obvious, really 
seeking our invaluable opin- 
ion. She was merely inquiring 
about the weather in Atlanta, 
since she is bringing her current 
collection of clothes here today 
to be shown on Monday, Tues- 
day and Wednesday of this week 
at Franklin Simon’s. 

Well known and gratefully ad- 
mired for her serene, unclut- 
tered, almost-placid designs, 
Miss Benenson dropped. the 
weather for a moment to explain 
why she, year after year, avoids 
the more obvious tricks of de- 
Signing in favor of basically 
simple clothes. 

“Because,’ she summed up 
quickly, “I design for the wom- 
en who must wear the clothes, 

-mot for magazine illustrations,” 
her soft, gently accented voice 
taking the edge off her words. 

A good dress, she pointed out, 
should last a woman at least 
three years, or until the fabric 
wears out. Extreme styling will 

age a dress more quickly than 
anything else, making it entire- 
ly passe in six months or a year. 

“TI feel,” she continued, “that 
women should wear clothes that 


are most becoming to them, fol- 
lowing current fashions only if 
they ARE becoming to them.” 

The fabric itself, Miss Benen- 
son explained, dictates some- 
what in the shaping of a dress. 
Soft chiffon, wool jersey or silk 
erepe slides gently over the fig- 
ure and establish slim, flowing 
designs. Paper taffeta or slip- 
per satin, silk faille and delicate 
threat laces, all stand out er fall 
as their textures dictate. 

Bodices are better if gently 
molded and necklines are good 
for telling the time of day, start- 
ing quite high in the morning 
and dropping gradually until 
they are definitely scooped out 
by evening. Tiny roll collars 
appear on both street and after- 
noon dresses in her collection 
and evening necklines are gen- 
erally manipulated with folds 
or ruffles, wide crushed revers 
or laced with huge flowers. 

Benenson designs are also well 
known for needlework details, 
such as shirrings, mosaic seams, 
fabric and lace encrustations, ap- 
pliqued scrolls, squares and rope 
twists, pinch tucks, reverse 
pleating and tiny darts. 

She believes that clothes 
should be slim for daytime, 
fuller for afternoon and cock- 
tails and downright extravagant 
—in yardage—for evening. She 
believes also that the  well- 
dressed woman this year will 
concentrate on dark colors for 
the first two classifications, 
using sheer wools and _ “silk 
crepes for daytime, silk crepes 
again, as well as velvet em- 
bossed satin, brocaded taffeta 
and satin and tissue faille for 
afternoon and cocktail suits and

dresses. But for evening she 
will skip into huge-skirted, floor 
length affairs of pale ecru lace, 
delicate celadon green*faille taf- 
feta or softly tinted, heavy slip- 
per satin.

__ As the War Between the States reached its highest fury, 
it became more and more obvious to analytical Southerners 
that their Cause was doomed to defeat unless the Yankee 


blockade could be circumvented. 


Martin Ravenal, Southern- 
born Louisiana plantation own- 
er, patriot, adventurer and se- 
cret agent for the South, was 
among those who realized that 
the Confederacy could not win 
if she could not ship and trade 
her cotton for war material. 


Ravenal, brave, blonde and 
handsome, wanted to join the 
Southern Army, but was per- 
suaded by John Slidell and Ju- 
dah P. Benjamin, ranking lead- 
ers of the Confederacy, that he 
could do his country more good 
by going to Europe and enlisting 
the aid of those foreign powers 
on the side of the South. He 
meets and falls in love with 
Amanda, a Mexican girl, who 
turns out to be a Yankee spy. 

Failing in his mission because 
of the queasiness of British 
leaders and France’s dissolute 
Napoleon, III, Ravenal turned 
his efforts toward bringing about 
the seating of a European mon- 
arch on a newly established 
throne in Mexico. The choice 
fell upon Maximilian, a Haps- 
burg weakling with ideals,

in Mexico, could foil the block- 
‘ ade of her ports. This was Rav- 
enal’s primary objective, but he 


also hoped that a change in gov-

the slaves in the South. 

Against this broad background

The climax of this fine novel 
comes following the collapse of 
the Confederacy. The ill-starred 
Maxmilian faces a firing squad 
despite the efforts of Ravenal 
and a few loyal subjects, who 
meet the same fate, by refusing 
to desert the.man they had per- 
suaded to come to Mexico.

at 


To Do 


STRAWBERRIES: Now Is the time to prepare the strawberry bed, using large 
quantities of stable manure thoroughly worked into the soil. This bed should 
be allowed to stand for about two or three weeks before the plants are set. 

GRASS: Coninue to mow the lawn at least once each week to encourage stooling; 
fertilize at least once a month for steady growth. Now that the weather is a 


bit cooler, plant the mixtures. Remember to roll the seeds in with a rolier. 
LILIES: As soon as you have planted the Madonna filies prepare a bed for the 
Japanese lilies, which will be planted later. 
PRUNING: It is always time to cut dead wood out of all your plants, shrubs, 
roses and shade trees, etc. The sooner this is removed the quicker wil! be 


the recovery of the plant. 


BUGS: Our old friends wil! be with us for a month or six weeks, although 
they are less troublesome at this season. There are excellent all-purpose 
sprays and dusts now available in most gardén shops. These are combination 


insecticides and fungicides. 


What To Plant 


VEGETABLES: Fall planting may include carrots, cress, cornsalad, leek, let- 


tuce, Aragon spinach, kale, mustar 


radish, Swiss chard and turnips. 


VEGETABLE PLANTS: Cabbage and Collard plants may be set out now. 

ONION SETS: There is still plenty of time to plant onion sets. Yellow Danvers, 
silver skin, multipliers, eschellottes and Bermuda onion sets may be planted. 

MADONNA LILIES: The sooner Madonna lilies are pianted the better. Also plant 


Lilium Magnificum. 


IRISES: German Iris may be planted, also bulbous {fris, Spanish, Dutch and Fill- 
folia. Japanese Iris, too, may be planted. 

BULBS: October is the ideal month for bulbs. Ranunculus, anemones, hyacinths, 
tulips, daffodils, crocus, freesias and Roman hyacinths may all be planted now, 

PEONIES: October is a fine month for planting peonies, 

LILY OF THE VALLEY PIPS: These may be planted in October, 

GRASSES: We wil! have to give the lawns immediate attention. Rye grass for 
the Bermuda lawn may be planted now and the lawn mixtures may be planted, 
too. Rye grass may be planted at the rate of 10 pounds of grass seed to the 
1,000 square feet, and the mixtures at the rate of five pounds to the 1,000 


square feet.

AMLET, probably written in 1602, is the 

most widely .known.and perhaps the 

most popular of all of Shakespeare’s 
plays. It is another illustration, too, of his 
genius for reconstructing old stories in a form 
that would supersede all previous versions. 

The earliest source of the play was an 
ancient stery of revenge told by Saxo am- 
maticus in his 13th century History of the 
Danes. 

Shakespeare propably never read this His- 
tory, nor the early German versions of the 
Hamlet: story, nor the version in Francois de 
Belleforest’s collection of tragic plots, His- 
toires Tragiques, 1559. 


But an Elizabethan contemporary, prob- 
ably Thomas Kyd, dramatized the story before 
1587 or 1589. There are several references in 


Elizabethan literature’ to this pre -Shake-_ 


spearean Hamlet. 

-Though Shakespeare’ Hamlet has been 
somewhat smothered beneath the welter of 
critical comment which seholars and philoso- 
phers have poured upon it, it remains primar- 
ily a story of révenge. 


Perhaps we assume that we are free from — 


such impulses; perhaps we disguise our de- 
sires for revenge by calling them our yearning 
for justice. But the audienees the world over 
which have responded to Shakespeare’s power- 
ful drama would never have been moved by it 
had it not expressed something in all of us. 

To understand the play we have only to 
put ourselves for a moment in Hamlet’s place. 
He was a young prince, well educated, and of 
a wholesome disposition. It was not his habit, 
any more than it is ours, to see ghosts. 

He was in love with Ophelia, the daughter 
of Polonius, who had been his dead father’s 
trusted counselor. Polonius and Ophelia’'s 
brother, Laertes, were worried because the 
girl had lost her heart to Hamlet, and on 
general principles.they put no confidence in 
the love vows of princes. 

Hamlet’s father has recently died, and.his 


mother, with a haste which her son consid- 
ered shocking, has married her first husband’s 
brother, a man for whom Hamlet has always 
felt instinctive dislike. 

-* The palace guards tell the young prince 
that a weird apparition walks the ramparts 
every night. 

His curiosity is naturally aroused, he visits 
the haunted spot, sees the ghost, and recog- 
nizes his dead father. 

The apparition announces that his death 
was not natural; he was murdered by the man 
whom Hamlet’s mother has married. 

In terms of the utmost solemnity the ghost 
exhorts and implores his son to take immedi- 
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ate revenge, to kill the murderer, but to leave 
his mother to her own conscience. 

These grim commands from beyond the 
grave leave Hamlet tragically perplexed. It 


would be a satisfaction to stick a rapier into_ 
the stepfather he has always disliked, but 


there is no reason to think the man a mur- 
derer except the testimony of the ghost. May 
not the ghost be a mere illusion? Would the 
testimony be allowed in court? 

Hamlet tries to firfd some confirmation of 
the ghost’s story. When a theatrical troupe 
visits the castle, he persuades them to enact 
the scene of his father’s end, as the ghost 
described it. 

The King, the suspected murderer, is dis- 
turbed by this entertainment, and the Queen

The King, determined to get rid of Ham- 
let, sends him to England with two com- 
panions, Rosencrantz and Guildenstern, who 
carry letters to the English King. 

On the voyage Hamlet finds and reads the 
letters, which request that he be executed as 
soon as he lands. Without hesitation he 
erases his own name and substitutes the 
“names of Guildenstern and Rosencrantz, who 
go to their doom. 

All the earlier versions of the story were 
content to let it deal exclusively with «the 
theme of revenge. Shakespeare’s Hamlet is 
occupied with questions which occur to us all, 
about the mystery of death and of life after 
death.

At this point in the story the theme of 
revenge begins to spread and multiply itself. 

Old Polonius and the King set a trap for 
Hamlet; they bring about a meeting between 
him and Ophelia, they themselves hiding 
where they can overhear the convergation. 

Polonius wishes to know whether the 
Prince is really in love with his daughter; the 
King fears that Hamlet has learned the secret 
of the crime and wishes to confirm or allay 
his own guilty fears and suspicions. 

During the conversation with Ophelia, 
Hamlet catches sight of the eavesdroppers, 
jumps to the conclusion that Ophelia is col- 
laborating in a plot, against him,.and over- 
whelms her with a torrent of insane insult.

known soliloquy, ‘“‘To be or not to be... ” 
Almost equally well known is the scene where 
Hamlet and his friend Horatio find the sexton 
digging a grave, and Hamlet, not knowing it 
ls Ophelia’s grave, asks grim questions about 
the length of time needed for the human body 
to resolve itself back into dust. 

All the themes of revenge are brought to 


a conclusion in the duel between Laertes and | 
Hamlet, in which the King plays a dastardly. 


part by providing for Hamlet a_ poisoned 
drink, and encouraging Laertes to fight him 
with a poisoned rapier. Of course, the poison 
reaches those for whom it was not intended, 
and everybody dies. 

Only Hamlet’s friend Horatio survives to 
pronounce the famous and somewhat sur- 
prising farewell, “Good night, sweet Prince, 
and flights of angels sing thee to thy rest.”

44 OUR HONOR,” said the slight, grim 
¥ voune woman, “I hate him.’’ She paused 
and looked from _ patriarchal Judge 
Joseph A. Sabath to the young man sitting be- 
side her in the privacy of the Judge’s chamber 
in Chicago. “ “I’m through with him forever.” 
It was the old story. The Judge had heard 
it from others, years on end. Yet always it was 
a new story, too. ‘Thousands of couples had 
come to him, as this couple had come, asking 
for divorce, and many, many times instead of 
granting them decrees he’d reunited them. In 
fact, his records showed that he had sent more 
than 10,000 couples back to start life over. 

Here was one more. He would do what he 
could. He surveyed the young man and woman 
and the little daughter they had brought with 
them. He would see if this family, as a unit, 
couldn't be saved. 

He talked long and earnestly, first to the 
young woman and then to the young man. The 
young man stayed out evenings. He was critical 
and often disagreeable. This, the young woman 
said, was cruelty. The young man felt that his 
wife was aloof and didn’t understand him. 

“Every one has faults,’’ the Judge said. 

They talked that over. They talked over a 
lot of the Judge’s philosophy based on consid- 
eration for others and a willingness to let love 
grow. The Judge could see that after all it was 
an easy case. The young man and woman loved 
each other. 

It ended as all those 10,000 other cases had. 
Judge Sabath on this day last fall sent the 
young man and woman away reconciled, with 
the divoree suit dropped and a new life ahead. 

For the Judge, there was satisfaction in that. 
He had done one more deed of the kind that had 
made him famous. Yet his day was clouded, as 
all his days were at that time, by something 
which had happened in his own family. It was 
something quite like the situations he had to 
cope with in Superior Court. 

His 27-year-old grandson, Daniel O. Sabath, 
and young Sabath’s 20-year-old wife, Lita, had 
separated. 

Lita was suing for divorce, in Florida. 

At no time in his distinguished career, had 
Judge Sabath wanted so much to see a young 
couple reconciled. 

But he felt there was nothing he could do on 
this occasion. He felt that his hands were tied. 
Since one of the parties in this unhappy con- 
troversy was his grandson, he did not consider 
it advisable for him to inject himself into the 
Situation. He feared such an effort might be 
resented by the wife, only making matters worse. 

All the ideals the Judge believed in and had 
taught so many years from the bench, hadn’t 
they been absorbed in his own house? All that 
he had sought to instill into his son and through 
him into his grandson——would those precepts fail 
to meet this test? He didn’t know—and he 
wondered.

Elephants Trumpeted, Skies’ Rained 
Perfume, While India Celebrated the 
Marriage of Nancy Ann Miller, of Seattle, 
to the Deposed Maharajah. .

LEPHANTS in their golden headpieces and 
'z jewelled saddle blankets swayed and trum- 

peted; a herd of gaily caparisoned camels 
added their chronic groans to the clanging cym- 
hals and blaring bugles; $25,000 worth of rare 
perfumes sifted through the sultry air and set- 
tled on the heads of thousands of humans. 


Parked in the palace grounds at Barwaha, 
their silver fittings flashing in the sunlight, 
were a cozen automobiles imported from Furope, 
They had carried as many visiting princes to 


the scene of the ceremonial and -had been aban- 
doned, temporarily, for the traditional elephant 
as a means of transportation for the maha- 
rajahs. 

Parked inside the palace were scores of 
strongboxes, guarded by stalwart swordsmen 
and gunmen. These contained a King’s ransom, 
many times over, in pearls, rubies and diamonds; 
gifts worthy of the proud man and the attrac- 
tive girl on the imposing throne, 

Sir Tukoji Rao Holkar, deposed Maharajah 
of Indore, was taking as his third wife pretty 
Nancy Ann Miller, as American as the flapjacks 
of her native Seattle. 

“Look at that!’’ whispered an English guest, 
“All this pomp and expenditure and the chap 
isn’t eVen a ruling prince any more. What do 
you suppose his son will do when it’s his turn?” 

That was in 1928. Fifteen years later, the 


Maharajah of Indore, Holkar’s son, had his turn. 
He ste up in the living room of a lawyer’s 
house Reno, smoothed the wrinkles from his 
British army officer’s uniform and took, for his 
third “wife, Mrs. Euphemia Watt Crane, also 
American. 


The witnesses included the attorneys who — 


had obtained divorces for the couple that day; 
the man who pronounced them. husband and 
wife was the judge who had freed them from 
their former mates. A dog around the corner, 
barking half-heartedly in the Nevada heat of 
July, was the only substitute for the elephants 
and camels in attendance at that earlier wedding 
in Barwaha. 

The sharp contrast in the marriage cere- 
monies of the father and the son, aside from its 
signifieance as depicting the progress of India 
towards democracy, provided another chapter— 
maybe a semi-final chapter, in the story of the 
ruling princes of Indore; a story as dramatic 
as any told in the Arabian Nights. 

You don’t have to go back to the fabulously 
rich, sultrily silent India of ancient times to find 
the cast of characters. 

Holkar, father of the present Maharajah and 
husband of Nancy Ann Miller, was 18 and the 
year was 1914 when the drama of intrigue and 
tragedy began to unfold. Out for an airing, his 
carriage narrowly missed running down a little 
girl, who saved her life with a nimble leap. The 
young man halted the vehicle and ordered the 
child, more scared than hurt, placed on a cushion 
beside him. 


| ER name, she explained when she was finally 
persuaded to speak in‘the august presence, 
was Ramini. Where did she live? Ramini’s beau- 
tiful dark eyes clouded up. She struggled from 
the grasp of the young prince and he released 
her, motioning to a retainer to follow her. 

Two days later, Ramini disappeared from the 
family cottage. Some hours after the disap- 
pearance, a messenger delivered to her parents 
a message from the castle.

Ramini’s parents objected — until an- 
other messenger arrived with a financial settle- 
ment that insured them a life of ease and over- 
came the objections. 

At the palace, a board of experts decided the 


ten-year-old Ramini should be a dancer, and 
long years of training followed. When she was 
16 the beautiful young woman was given the 
title, ‘“‘Dancing Queen of Indore,” and. on hé¢r 
18th birthday her protector, the Maharajah, 
made her the second favorite of his harem, and 
called her Mumtaz Begum. 

Then the Maharajah of Indore made his first 
big mistake. He was so proud of his ward's 
beauty and talent that he began ‘showing her 
off” instead of keeping her in seclusion. He gave 
recitals for visiting notables at the palace and 
one of these guests, Abdul Bawla, millionaire 
merchant of Bombay, made a vow to rob the 
Maharajah of his most precious possession— 
Mumtaz Begum. 

The merchant managed to convey his inten- 
tions to the dancing girl and she was receptive, 
either because she thought she had been treated 
cruelly by the prince or because she, too, had 
fallen in love. The Mumtaz Begum, nee Ramini, 
the village urchin, made plans for her escape 
from the seraglio. It took fine acting and fine 
bribes, but she managed it, wandering from the 
palace in the rags of a sweeping woman. 

Abdul Bawla kept her in hiding for several 
days in Bombay, while the Maharajah cursed 
the palace guards and swore he would do two 
things: Regain custody of his favorite and kill 
her new protector. 

His secret agents found the fugitive without 
too much trouble. Like the Maharajah, Abdul 
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Bawla liked to show off his prized possession, 
took her riding in his new automobile in broad 
daylight not long after her escape. A car con- 
taining six men rammed the merchant’s car and 
a free-for-all ensued. | 

Abdul Bawla was shot to death; the beauty 
of the Mumtaz Begum was ruined by a saber 
slash across the face before a group of British 
army officers, en route to a golf match, routed 
the assailants with a flurry of blows from 
drivers, brassies and. niblicks. All six men 
escaped, but several of them were recognized 
as members of the Maharajah’s court. 

British officials obtained evidence proving 
that the Maharajah had directed the raid. After 
two of the assassins had been given death sen- 
tences, four others sent to prison for life, the 
Maharajah had his choice: He could stand trial 
for the crime or he could abdicate. 

That was in 1925 and it did the Maharajah 
of Indore no good to appeal to his 1,500,000 sub- 
jects who provided him with an annual income 
of $5,000,000. In those days, the British, not 
the people of India, decided whether a ruling 
prince should keep his throne or be deposed. 
Under the partition effected in 1948, the people, 
through the Congress, would have the deciding 
voice and it is possible that the Maharajah might 
have fared worse than he did under the British 
protection of 1925. 

As it was, he chose to abdicate, accepting 
a pension of $200,000 a year. His two Indian 
wives received $70,000 each and his son, Prince 
Yeshwant, became the Maharajah of Indore. 

The deposed prince, taking the title of Sir 
Tukoji Rao Holkar, dropped from sight for a 
while as did the ill-fated Mumtaz Begum, who 
turned to professional dancing with indifferent 
success. He was plain Mr. T. Raje of India when 
he met and wooed Nancy Ann Miller of Seattle 
in Switzerland, Salt Lake City and Paris. 

The courtship, lasting three years, had its 
obstacles. 

For one thing, Sir Tukoji Holkar had to get 
the consent of his two Indian wives before he 
could take a third in the slender person of the 
young American. The approval was given, after 
prolonged negotiations, and then it became desir- 
able, if not necessary, that Miss Miller abandon 
the religion of her fathers before the marriage 
ceremony. This step was taken on March 13, 
1928, when she became a Hindu, received the 
reddish caste mark on her forehead, and the title 
of the Maharanee Sharmishthabai at the elab- 
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orate wedding in Barwaha. : 

They lived quietly and made no more head- 
lines until last year when the second of their 
four caughters, Sita, married the brother of San- 
yogia Pai, the deceased wife of the present 
Mahara ih. It was a somewhat unusual arrange- 
ment, but it exemplified the preference of male 
menmers of the ruling family for Amer.can, or 
semi-American brides. 

Sanyogia Bai died in 1937 and the widowed 
Maharajah, like his deposed father, turned to 
the United States for her successor. 

Marguerite Lawler grew up in Fargo, N. D., 
decided to .be a nurse and went to Minneapolis 
for her training. There she marriea John P. 
Branyen, a jeweler. The marriage lasted until 
1933 when she went to California to serve in 
hospitais and as a nurse-stewardess on irains. 


T WAS in a Los Angeles hospital that she met 

the young Maharajah, won his respect and 
then his love while she was nursing his daughter, 
Usha Devi. Marguerite became his wiie at 
Taxco, Mexico, in 1938. 

They went to live in a $3,000,000 palace, 
staffed by 200°servants, in Indore. 

“A fairy tale, no less,” said her friends in 
Fargo, Minneapolis and Los Angeles. “Think of 
it—a palace, $20,000,000 in jewels, a dozen ex- 
pensive automobiles—and if she _gets_bored she 
can alwavs organize a tiger hunt!” 

Margaret the Maharanee did get bored, but 
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she didn’t organize a tiger hunt. Instead, she re- 
turned to the land of her birth in 1942 and built 
a modest $50,000 house on Emerald Bay in Cali- 
fornia. Like so many other East-West mar- 
riages, hers was a failure for reasons she never 
disclosed. : 

The Maharajah followed her to America, 
established residence at Reno, and got his divorce 
on the morning of July 6, 1943, a few minutes 
before Mrs. Euphemia Watt Crane, beautiful 
and 29, divorced Frank Arthur Crane, an airline 
employe stationed in India. 

Both charged extreme cruelty but both were 
smiling when they left the courthouse. 

“There’s more coming,” a court clerk whis- 
pered to newspaper reporters. 

“You mean—” : 

“They work fast, these Indian princes.” 

The sequel came later in the day at the home 
of the attofney who had represented the prince 
and Mrs. Crane at their divorce proceedings; the 
judge who had freed them from matrimonial 
bonds substituted fresh bonds as he made them 
husband and wife. Then, in wartime security 
and austerity, the 34-year-old Maharajah: and 
oo American. mate went back to his fabulous 
and. : 

The former “‘Fay’’ Crane had at her disposal 
the same palace and gems and tiger hunts that 
hadn’t brought happiness to her American prede- 
cessor. 

Last year, when India gained its, independ- 
ence, the Maharajah was one of the ruling 
princes scheduled to have his power and his in- 
come curtailed. Even if they took away all, or 
most of his $5,000,000 annual revenue, the 
Maharajah and his» American Maharanee would 
not suffer, thanks to fortunes in gold and jewels 
accumulated by his ancestors, including his 
father, who spent a fortune on the rites that 
made Nancy Ann Miller his wife. 

As to restriction of his power, the Maharajah 
who has discovered the conveniences of the 
Western World, might welcome fewer responsi- 
bilities, giving him more time for his tiger hunts, 
his auto safaris and his airplane tours. 

Visitors have announced he has banished in- 
trigue and the palaces have been modernized 
and the secret passages and chambers thrown 
open to all. |

T WAS back in 1937 and the soft-spoken pro- 
fessor in his late forties was addressing his

The Wife From Whom He Was 

Separated for 40 Years Has 

Won the First Victory in Her 

Fight for Half of the Come- 
dian's Estate

OR 40 years——-while millions laughed at 
F his sly, irrepressible humor—wW. C. Fields, 

the bulbous-nosed comedian, cherished a 
secret dislike, and a secret determination. 

His dislike was for his estranged wife, 
Harriet —his determination was that she 
should not share in the fortune he was ac- 
cumulating throughout those years; a 
fortune estimated at $800,000 after his 
death, Dec. 26, 1946. 

For 40 years, following their estrange- 
ment, he sent her $30 a week—with another $30 
for their son, W. Claude Fields, Jr. Once, when 
she pleaded for more, he wrote her: 

“Sixty smackers a week for some 40 years— 
$124,800 I’ve paid you. 

“You consider it ‘nothing!’ 

“Hi ho, surprises never cease.” 

He said she was just waiting for him to die 
so she could get his wealth. But he had, he 
thought, forestalled her in that. 

His will left her only $10,000— with a simi- 
lar sum going to the son. 

His brother and sister, Walter Dukenfield, 
and Adel C. Smith, were left $5,000 each, and 
incomes of $75 a week and $60 a week, respec- 
tively, for life. An actress .friend, Carlotta 
Monti, was left $25,000, to be paid at the rate 
of $25 a week, as well as a life income of a 
second $25 a week. 

As soon as the terms of the will were made 
known, Harriet Fields went into court to break 
it—claiming that she was entitled by law to half 
of his estate. She testified that she and Fields 
were married in San Francisco in 1900—but 
that they had not lived together for more than 
40 years. 

She introduced letter after letter to tell the 
story of the intervening years—years in which 
Fields rose from an obscure juggler to fame on 
stage and screen. 

One after another, the letters bared Mrs. 
Fields’ financial troubles. Each letter acknowl- 
edged the $30 a week Fields was sending his 
wife and son. 

And each asked for more. 

They mentioned illness—and once, Mrs. 
Fields’ fear of blindness, at a time when she was 
working as a waitress. ‘‘I could hardly read the 
menus,” one letter said. Another read: 

“We don’t even have curtains in our bedroom, 
Please send some of your old clothes so Claude 
can wear them. His suit now is so patched.”’ 

Once, in 1932 Fields wrote, in answer to one 
of his wife’s letters: 

“T note the derogatory rumors concerning 
the use of alcoholic stimulants and lavish liv- 
ing. It is the penalty of greatness.” 

From the witness stand, she said: 

“T’ve lived a clean, moral life, but Mr. Fields 
had different ideas. He didn’t live that kind of 
life.”” Again, she said: | 

“He once told me he had fixed it so I couldn’t 
get a divorce. I said to him: ‘You just want-to 
keep me on as a play-safe, don’t you?’ He broke 
out in a laugh.” 

Miss Monti opvosed the widow’s claim. For 
years, she said, she served Fields as cook, secre- 
tary, nurse and friend. 

“IT loved that man,’’’she said. “I was crazy 
about him. And all he gave me was $25 a week 
and $100 for a Christmas present. I saved $900 
of it and gave it back to him to show him he had 
at least one friend. 

“Three weeks before he died, he said to me: 
‘Carlotta, when I die, grab everything and run, 
because my widow Hattie and my son Claude 
will be here to grab everything. 

“As soon as he was dead they took every- 
thing there was. They wouldn’t even let me into 
the funeral services. 

“Now her lawyers are trying to make a 
beautiful thing out of their marriage. It wasn’t. 
What W. C. Fields thought of it was unmention- 
able.” 

Once, during the hearing on the will, a law- 
yer’s denunciation of Fields brought Miss Monti 
to her feet, her eyes blazing. “Fields lived a 
notoriously dissolute life in Hollywood,” the 
lawyer said. Miss Monti retorted: 
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“T’ve given 13 years to that man, and 


_I won't be called names. When he was ill I took 


care of him day and _ night. 

‘What have I got left? All I want is my 
own things and what he left me.” 

After hearings that lasted for weeks, how- 
ever, Judge William R. McKay in Los Angeles 
Superior Court-ruled that Mrs. Fields was en- 
titled by law to one-half her deceased husband’s 
estate. He held that Fields had been a legal resi- 
dent of California.since 1927—and that virtually 
all of his holdings came under the community 
property law, by virtue of which half of his 
estate belonged to her.~. 

On the same principle, Mrs. Fields filed suits 
to recover, as community property. gifts total- 
ling $482,450 which, she alleged, her husband 
gave away, mostly to woman friends, during his 
life. Those suits were still pending. 

But the final chapter in the contest for the 
comedian’s fortune had not been written—for 
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Answer to His Wife's

“Mr. Fields worked hard ‘for ‘His money,” 
Miss Monti said. “Now they-want to keep it 
from the people he wanted, to ‘Mave it.” 

While Judge McKay upheld the claims of 
the widow, he ruled against another aspirant to

“some Of Fields’ money—William Rexford Morris, 


who claimed that he was Fields’ son by a 
former Follies girl. 

Despite letters in which Fields referred to 
Morris as “my boy,” the judge held that there 
was no “clear and unambiguous” written state- 
ment by Fields himself that Morris was his son.

Elaine Spradlin, 26-year-old cashier of a Cfeve- 
land, Ohio, theatre. Her flying fingers closed 
on the twenty-dollar bill which was being shoved 
toward her. 

Instantly, those trained fingers paused. There 
was something about the feel of that twenty. 
Miss Spradlin pulled open a drawer, apparently 
to get change but really to glimpse a printed list 
hidden there. 

This bill was drawn on the Federal Reserve 
Bank of San Francisco, series of 1934. Her list 
told her that it should have a small 12 in each 
front corner. But here were fives, instead. It 
was counterfeit. 

She looked up, trying to mask her excite- 

t, but the nervous young man who had pre- 
sented the bill seemed to read her mind. He 
turned, flinging himself through the crowd on 
the sidewalk. 
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Miss Spradlin was out of the booth almost 
as fast. Her shouts sent the corner patrolman 
sprinting after the erstwhile movie fan and, as 
a firm grip closed on that fleeting collar another 
ambitious counterfeiting plan began its collapse. 

George J. Strombos, 28, admitted that he was 
part of a new ring which the U. S. Secret Service 
had been seeking for two months. His story led 
investigators back to Washington, D. C., itself, 
where they arrested four more men and a woman 
ana pulled $147,440 in bogus bills from under 
the floorboards of two cars. 

Miss Spradlin’s alertness emphasizes anew 
the contention of Secret Service experts that 
counterfeiting can be virtually wiped out in this 
country wfth the help of those who regularly 
handle money. 

Authorities say that women cashiers have 
shown themselves to be particularly quick at 
spotting bogus bills and are counting on receiv- 
ing considerable help from them in checking 
the latest epidemic of counterfeiting. 

During the peak counterfeit year of. 1935, 
$1,500,000 in bogus money was seized and 2,721 
persons were arrested. This figure dropped to 
$31,987 and 55 arrests in 1944. 

But in the fiscal year just ended, more than 
a third of a million dollars was passed, $611,679 
was confiscated and 207 persons were arrested—

I’m afraid I don’t have enough 
change,” she said apologetically.' She smiled 
with a sudden thought, ‘maybe the manager has 
some.” 

A low word to the manager as she passed 
the bill to him made the official shake his head. 
“I haven’t got it, either,” he said, “but I think 
I can change it next door. Care to come along?” 

“Yeah, sure,” said ‘the man, tucking the 
carton of cigarets under his arm. “Let’s go.” 

They went next door—right into the Mon- 
terey Park police station. By the time the coun- 
terfeit passer realized where he was, it was 
too late for him to make a getaway. 

Adding insulf to injury, an accomplice who 
had been at the wheel of a car parked outside 
had sped away when he saw where his unsus- 
pecting partner was being taken. 

Identifying himself as Arlando Molina, 21, 
the trapped passer put investigators on the trail 
of Joe J. Rivas, the driver, and Norman G. 
Reidel, a photographer, All three pleaded guilty 
and drew prison terms ranging from one to 
four years.

Nagle, pasted Secret Service warning circulars 
near her register in a Reading, Mass., store. As 
a result, she recognized a ten-dollar bill as coun- 
terfeit.

At this stage she consulted Dr. Weiss. She 


said she was returning to her parents. But the 
physician told her that her improvement: could 
only take place if she would stand on her feet 


and carry on in spite of her symptoms, He 


assured her that she had no physical disease. 


All her aches, pain and fatigue were an yp- 
conscious protest, a resentment at accepting 
the responsibilities of a mature person tog 
early in life. 
The physician made it clear to her how 
this psychological disturbance had devel. 
oped and once the girl accepted the truth 
about herself she began to feel better 

Following the physician’s advice, she 

solved her problems, one by one—anq 

steadily improved, until she was com. 
pletely cured. 

The type of malady which the 
patient had—and_ which is attributed 
to mental trouble alone—jis called 

“psychogenic” (sai-ko-je-nik) rheuma- 

tism. 

In,a group of 400 cases of chronic 
disabling fatigue studied by Dr. Weiss’ 
there were 83 patients—only nine of them 
men — suffering from psychogenic rheu- 

matism. : 

One woman patient, who was found to be 
in a highly hysterical condition, said that 
she was ardently in love with her husband.

thought of growing older and was afraid she 
might lose her husband, when her attractiveness 
When the true nature of her 


A New York physician had a man patient 


who was ambitious to become a great writer. 


But every time he started working on his book 
both his hands would develop neuritis and 
arthritis. The doctor found that the patient was 
subconsciously afraid of failure as a writer. 
When he was persuaded to give up his cherished 
project and earn his living in a less ambitious 
manner, his ailment vanished. 

Among the disabled soldiers, in the last war, 
Dr. Edward W. Boland, Los Angeles physician, 
then at the Hoff General Hospital in Santa Bar- 
bara, found a strikingly large proportion of 
psychogenic rheumatic cases. One-third of all 
soldiers who were admitted to the army hospital 
for disability through arthritis turned out to be 
patients whose trouble was due to fear, anxiety 
or some other emotional tension. 

When the mental cause was removed or as- 


suaged, symptoms disappeared. 

Dr. Boland says psychogenic rheumatism is 
a distinct malady, not to be confused with arthri- 
tis or neuritis in which infection, injury or other 
causes are primarily involved. 

Generally these patients suffer all over the 
body, with muscular and joint pain, stiffness, 
fatigue and weakness and tension of all sorts. 

There is usually a predisposition toward 
emotional and nervous upsets. Some physical 
or emotional injury or provocation precipitates 
the beginning of these rheumatic or neuritic 
complaints. When the mental trouble is cleared, 
in most cases the disease passes off. 

Dr. Weiss’ investigations show that it is 
resentment which mostly causes this type of 
rheumatism. The patient is dissatisfied over 
the failure to receive adequate affection or at 
tention from parents, children, husband or wife. 

When the tension of pent-up hostility is Té 
leased through some physical action or even 
outspoken speech, all goes well. Not discharged, 
it can disable the nerves and the muscles. Let 
ting the smouldering fear and anger out of the 
system is the best way of prevention. 

The patient of mental rheumatism must keep 
active and should not succumb to morbid feat 
of disability. He must say, “I am well,” instea 
of groaning about his aches and pains.

N THE white hospital bed lay the wealthy 
Broadway playboy. In the closet hung one

Rabinowitz’s second wife, the former Doris 
Hunt, an English actress, claimed the brooch as 
hers. He had bought it for her while she was 
on a visit to England, she said, and it was in- 
sured in her name. . 

Ronna Polah, a model and friend of Rabino- 
witz, claimed the brooch. The late playboy had 
given it to her, she said. It was she, she said, 
who had put the brooch in his pocket when he 
was taken to the hospital from the hotel where 
they both resided. 

Alexander Rabinowitz, a brother, also made 
claim to the brooch. Miles had given it to him 
under terms of his will, he said. 

All three claimants told their stories to 
Judge William T. Collins, New York Surrogate. 
Judge Collins also examined, of course, Rabino- 
witz's will, which provided trust funds for Doris, 
for his first wife, the former Marie Cunningham, 
and for a sister, and left personal effects, includ- 
ing his automobile and jewelry, to Alexander.

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Rudolph Valentino's Hollywood Home Cost a For- 
tune, but the Woman for Whom He Bought It Never 
Spent a Night Within Its Walls

N THE days when millions adored 
Rudolph Valentino and he had eyes 

for only one, he bought a dream 
house, perched on a mountainside over- 
looking Beverly Hills. 

He called it Falcon’s Lair and 
hoped that in it he and Winifred Hud- 
nut could save their marriage. 

In that romantic setting, perhaps 
he and Winifred——known professionally 
as Natacha Rambova-——could recapture 
their old enchantment, which was van- 
ishing. 

Some accounts say he paid $250,000 
for his dream house—others $100,000. 
He spent another fortune, too, re- 
decorating it, but none of its lavish 
furnishings remain there now, except 
his 10’x10’ Venetian bed. 

Whatever it all cost him, the money 
was wasted, so far as his hopes were 
concerned. 

Winifred, the love of his life, never 
spent a night in Falcon’s Lair. 

(Winifred was his second wife— 
Jean Acker his first.) 

By the time the home was ready 
for occupancy, Winifred and Rudy had 
separated. That was in 1925 and soon 
afterwards they were divorced. 

Valentino, whose movies made 
countless feminine hearts flutter, lived 
on alone in Falcon’s Lair, with its 16 
rooms and magnificent view. 

His fame grew, but he was not 
happy and often said so. 

Then, one night im New York City, 
while on a personal appearance tour, 
he was suddenly and mysteriously 
stricken in a night club. Complaining 
of a severe pain in his side, he was 
taken to a hospital, where an emer- 
gency operation was performed, That 
was Aug. 14, 1926. Nine days later he 
died. The medical report attributed 
his death to “perforated. ulcers, peri- 
tonitis and pleurisy.” 

After his death, Falcon’s Lair re- 
mained*unoccupied for many years. 

But. Valentino was not forgotten. 
A new generation of movie fans grew 
up, to worship other movie stars—yet 
year after year, Falcon’s Lair continued 
to attract a horde of. visitors, who 
traveled up the tortuous mountain 
road, to gaze at the empty mansion 
and eat picnic lunches on the lawn. 

Eventually the house was bought 
by Movie Actress Ann Harding and 
her husband, Werner Janssen, the sym- 
phony conductor, who sold it to Gypsy 
and Jerry Buys in 1945. 

Gypsy had no misgivings about the 
place. First of all, she wasn’t super- 
stitious and Valentino’s unhappiness 
and early death were to her, merely 
coincidental with his residence there. 

Gypsy and Jerry Buys had pros- 
pered on good figuring and sound busi- 
ness principles. They had made a for- 
tune in the hotel, nightclub and liquor 
business. Real estate was a sideline. 

Gypsy—Marie Aloha Krstgly—-was 
born in San Francisco of Hungarian- 
Irish parents. Her father nicknamed 
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her Gypsy and she kept the name when 
she grew up. : 

In 1926—the year Valentino died 
—she met Jerry Buys at a cocktail 
party. He was a Dutch sailor and left 
his ship to marry Gypsy. Later, they 
adopted a daughter, Geraldine. 

The dollars came easy. Fortune 
beamed on. them—till they went to live 
in Falcon’s Lair. 

Jerry Buys, according to Gypsy, 
was sick and despondent almost from 
the day they took over the place. 

But that didn’t stop them from buy- 
ing Morgan Manor, another house with 
a tragic past. This was a 27-room, 
half-Tudor, half-Venetian mansion in 
the Lost Altos almond groves, south 
of San Francisco. ; 

Again Gypsy dismissed the past. 
She knew that Percy Morgan, bank di- 
rector and Stanford University trustee, 
had shot and killed himself in the 
beamed drawing room five years after 
building the place. 

She also knew the second owner, 
Fred Rolandi, a retired businessman, 
had died abroad after a lingering ill- 
ness, 

She and Jerry bought for invest- 
ment and they intended to make it pay. 
But Jerry’s condition failed to improve 
and local authorities denied them a 
license to operate a membership club. 


They decided to move back to the 
Valentino place and put Morgan Manor 
on the market. They had paid $90,000 
for it; now they were asking $150,000. 

A cult leader’s offer was rejected 
when neighbors protested. Then. a 
woman gave Gypsy a $200,000 check 
for it——but the check turned out to be 
no good. Finally, the Buys sold out to 
San Francisco real estate interests.

ness and despondency increased. He 
was convinced he had cancer. Early 
this year, they sold Rudy’s house of 
hoveless dreams to an organization 
calling itself the San Francisco Group, 
which proposed turning the Lair into a 
shrine where lovelorn women could 
worship Valentino’s memory. 

The Buys moved into one of their 
San Francisco hotels. One nicht re- 
cently, Gypsy stepped into the lobby to 
look at a television show. A moment 
later she heard a shot. 

As she burst into their living reom, 
the sound of a second one crashed on 
her ears. Then she saw him, her hus- 
band, sprawled on the chartreuse sofa, 
a revolver in his hand. He died at the 
hospital. 

The final irony came later. Jerry 
Buys was sure he had cancer when he 
took his life. The autopsy showed no 
traces of it. 

There may also be a touch of irony 
about the disposition of Falcon’s Lair. 
Plans for the Valentino shrine were 
abandoned and the place where the 
great star of the silent screen found no 
peace of mind or happiness was taken 
oven by an organization calling itself 
the Falcon’s Lair Foundation for World 
Peace.

HEN young Prince Charles Louis Napo- 
WW icc: Achille Murat came to Florida and 

settled near Tallahassee in 1825, he 
found a blossoming paradise among the oaks. 
He was only 24 and he was enchanted. Over 
this old Spanish territory the flag of the United 
States had just been raised. 

The prince was glad to escape Europe's 
turmoil. His uncle, Napoleon Bonaparte, had 
placed the young man’s uncles and aunts on 
thrones. His father, Joachim Murat, the mad- 
dest, rashest cavalry leader in history, had been 
ruler of the kingdom of Naples. His restiess 
mother, Caroline Bonaparte, was always in- 
triguing to advance her husband’s position. 
Young Murat had lived through the time of 
Austerlitz, Jena, Wagram and Waterloo. 

Saddest of all for the youth was when his 
father, once called by Napoleon the “bravest man 
in Europe,” had been tried and later shot at 
Pizzo for attempting to regain his throne after 
his defeat by the Austrians at Tolentino in 1815. 
His own mother was in exile from both France 
and Italy. Napoleon had died at St. Helena only 
four years before. Yes, Florida was a refuge. 

Soon it became Murat’s Florida. Lipona, his 
plantation in Jefferson County, was so named by 
transposition of the letters in Napoli, his child- 
hood home, in memory of his mother, the 
Countess of Lipona. 

All the energy that his father had flung into 
his cavalry charges, young Murat gave to Flor- 
ida. He knew its every plant and shrub, His 
curiosity was tireless and his inquiring scientific 
mind causéd him to eat of every animal, fish, 
tree and herb to observe the results. 

He explored streams; he improved his Eng- 
lish by mingling in society. The ladies, he said, 
were as beautiful and well dressed as those of 
New York. Later he wrote books in French on 
the United States. 

William, his valet, tried to take care of him 
and keep his papers in order, but this was diffi- 
cult with his chaotic master, who had several big 
dogs in the house. In spite of his eccentricities, 
handsome Murat was the pet of the gay, friendly 
society in the wilderness capital, headed by Gov- 
ernor and Mrs..

plantation workers more comfortable than she 
had been able to do for some time. Travelers 
still visit her plantation, Bellevue, among the 
oaks and magnolias, where she lived two miles 
from Tallahassee and gave many entertainments. 

Not only the Governor and her highly placed 
friends had entree to her house, but the poor and 
miserable to whom she was very kind. At Belle- 
vue she used the royal livery given her by 
Napoleon the Third. 

When she heard that Florida had seceded 
from the Union, she sobbed. But she sewed and 
knit for the Confederate soldiers. She did not 
believe the South could be overcome and she sold 
her jewels to carry on the plantation. 

After the war she found herself without a 
dollar, and she had no means of assisting her 
former slaves. She gave them the privilege of 
cultivating the old plantation, and on Christmas 
following the emancipation they brought her 


chicken, eggs, syrup and a barrel of flour. Things

in July of 1826, Kate and Colonel Murat were 
married. They went to live at Lipona plantation, 
but no children: came to them. Their great

Once when his wife was absent he experi- 
mented with a plant to determine whether it 
would produce a dye. On returning to the 
plantation Kate saw a cloud of smoke rising and 
she asked the man to drive faster. She thaught 
the house was on fire.. It was only the Colonel 
experimenting. ‘Oh, Kate! I made ail your 
clothes the most beautiful pink! You will look 
so lovely in them!” He had dyed pink all the 
linen and every gafment she possessed. . 

For several years his activities and happiness 
continued. He almost forgot Europe. At times, 
however, both Murat and Kate were. afflicted 
with the disease of ambition. They heard that 
their cousin, Louis Napoleon, was plotting to be 
Emperor of the French. They went to Europe 
where the Colonel said to Kate, “I am so proud 
of you.” 

In Belgium, Murat formed.a regiment and he 
so greatly resembled his uncle, Napoleon, that 
when he appeared old soldiers knelt and kissed 
his hand. The King, fearing the return of the 
Bonapartes, ordered the regiment disbanded. 


N. LONDON, where the exiled Prince Louis 

Napoleon received them with his deep, sad 
smile, they were constantly with the pretender. 
He was often their guest and he said, ‘‘Cousin 
Kate, when I am Emperor you shall have a 
chateau and everything you want in return for 
your kindness to me.”’ 

Murat never saw his cousin on the throne of 
France. Back in Florida, after serving as a 
county judge, he died in 1847. 

A few years later Kate herself was received 
as a princess of France by Napoleon the Third. 
She often described to her friends her presenta- 
tion at the Tuileries. By mistake she was seated 
on an elevated seat in the reception room. When 
the Emperor was announced, he haytened toward 
her, ignoring that she had taken Nis place, and 
escorted her to dinner seating her next to himself 
because ‘“‘the Empress was indisposed.” 

After dinner Kate was taken to the reception 
room of the Empress who was perfectly well, but 
had absented herself that the Emperor might 
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were so desperate that she did not know where 
food was coming from. 

One day, however, came an important docu- 
ment from France. She wept. Napoleon the 
Third had settled on her an annuity. ‘God bless 
Louis. I will write that I feel God will bless him 
for his gifts will relieve many a poor widow and 
orphan.” 

The preceding night she had lain awake 
wondering what she would do without money. 
Now she lay awake wondering what she should 
do with her money. Her life went on with its 
old grace and generosity. She was engaged in 
arranging an entertainment for charity when 
her speech became confused, and for a day or 
two, she was partly unconscious. On her recov- 
ery again she went to Europe and was welcomed 
by ‘Napoleon the Third and the Empress Eugenie. 


ITHIN a few months she was back at the 

plantation. Although She lived a long life, 
she seemed never to grow old and continued to 
wear a rose in her hair. When the Princess 
Murat was again stricken, she did not go to bed, 
but lay on a couch surrounded by roses. 

“It’s impossible for the missus to die,” said 
a Negro coming miles to see her. “You aren’t 
dead yet. Y6u’ll get well.’”” For months the 
Negroes held prayer meetings for her. 

They were so attentive to her welfare, in 
fact, that her doctor was forced to issue orders 
forbidding visitors to see her. But it was all 
to no avail. As the weeks passed her condition 
got worse. Friends and relatives were summoned 
to her side. 

Despite her weakened condition, she insisted 
on setting her financial affairs in order. Sev- 
eral of her former servants were provided for 
with grants of land and money. The remainder 
of her estate she left to relatives. 

Finally, in August, 1867, she passed quietly 
away. When her erstwhile slaves were informed 
that their mistress had died, many of them were 
inconsolable. 

When the princess was laid to rest beside 
the grave of her beloved husband, a large con- 
tingent of grief-stricken mourners followed her 
to the burial plot. One of her servants, of 
whom she had been exceptionally fond, was al- 
lowed to help carry her coffin. 

But of all the tributes paid to her, none more 
accurately described her than the simple, brief 
sentence that concluded the inscription on her 
headstone: ‘‘A kind and affectionate wife and 
sister, a sincere and devoted friend.” 


Another Historical Romance next week. 
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By Irving Johnson 


HE desert outside Phoenix, Ariz., lay dark 
and still. There was no moon and the stars 
were far away and pale. Off to the north, 

the lights of Camelback Inn were a cluster of 
pinpoints in the darkness. 

Two mefi were leading a race horse across 
the sand. Presently they stopped. While one 
of them steddied the horse, the other drove a 
long needle into the animal’s neck. 

The horse quivered and sank slowly to the 
ground. His breath came sharp and fast, then 
slower. In a little while, it stopped altogether. 
The men left. 

_ They had carried out their assignment per- 
fectly. No one was there to see what had hap- 
pened. No one, apparently, suspected anything. 

Yet, within a week, the horse and his owner 
were a case for the Thoroughbred Racing Pro- 
tective Bureau-—the FBI of the turf. 

The investigation was started last February 
when Spencer J. Drayton, head of the TPB, 
received a memo from one of his Ca::fornia 
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operatives. Reginald L., Grady, it read, was 
Vanning two horses from Phoenix to Oaklawn 
Park, in Hot Springs, Ark. : 

One of the horses, Midnight Lad, was believed 
to be a ringer. 

Jockey Club records established that Mid- 
night Lad was a 13-year-old chestnut gelding 
and that Grady was the owner. He had bought 
the chestnut in Phoenix about New Year's. 

The horse had reached the end of his racing 
days. In 1948, he had run twice at the small 
Fair Grounds track, in Phoenix, and had trailed 
both times. At the end of the year he was used 
as a lead pony. 

Grady, a Johnny-come-lately among trainers 
and owners, had paid $500 for him. He entered 
him in a race at Phoenix and then scratched him 
when the horse developed leg trouble. 

The investigators ran into some promising 
leads. Grady, they learned, was a close friend 
of a man named Oris Hollisbush. They also 
learned that he owned three horses before leav- 
ing for Oaklawn, 

At Oaklawn, the agents visited Midnight 
Lad’s stall and found a smear on his nose. 

This was interesting. Midnight Lad, they 
knew, had no marking on his nose. 

Grady insisted the horse was Midnight Lad. 
Shown the smear, he admitted it was actually 
Stork, a high class quarter horse—that is, a 
horse bred and trained to run short distances at 
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high speed. Stork also was 13 and Grady 
he had bought him from a cowboy for $300. 

But where was Midnight Lad? Grady said 
he had sold him to a man called Biackie. He 
admitted using an iodine solution to make a 
white spot on Stork’s nose resemble chestnut. 

The TRPB checked on First of all, 
they discovered that the range pony, if eligi- 
ble to run with thoroughbreds (which he was 
not), would have qualified for $10,000 claim- 
ing races. Experts said he had enough speed 
left, at 13, to beat $5,000 claimers at Oaklawn. 

The fate of Midnight Lad was revealed finally 
by Hollisbush. le told the agents that the 
horse was taken from the Phoenix track late in 
February and put in a pasture near Grady’s 
home on the outskirts of the city. 

A few nights later, he said, he and Grady 
took the horse into the desert. He said that 
Grady had filled the needle with 500 cubic cen- 
timeters of concentrated epsom salts and that 
he, Hollisbush, had administered the lethal dose. 

He had one complaint. Grady had promised 
him $5 for the job, but had never paid him. 

Grady’s own statement. followed. 

He was denied a license to race at Oaklawn 
and then, on March 12, 1949, the Arkansas Rac- 
ing Commission suspended him permanently. 

While swift action by Spencer Drayton’s men 
undoubtedly prevented a betting coup at Oak- 
lawn, another quarter horse was the medium of 
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a good-sized cleanup at Lincoln Downs, in Rhode 
island, two months later. 

This horse, Silent Partner, had been owned 
by the same ranch company that owned Stork. 
' Silent Partner was actually a thoroughbred, 
but he had the blocky build and sudden blazing 
speed of the quarter horse and had run only in 
quarter horse races. 

After a while his ancestry was completely 
forgotten and he was no longer regarded as a 
thoroughbred, 

He won a number of quarter horse races in 
Texas and Arizona and then it was decided to 
race him in the East. He was shipped to Rhode 
Island for the spring meeting this year. Jockey 
Tony Licata, one of the best handlers of quarter 
horses, was engaged to ride him. 

Silent Partner ran sixth at 20 to 1 his 
first time out. Five days later, on April 24, he 
was entered again—in a five-furlong sprint. 

Early odds on the presumptuous quarter 
horse were 20 to 1. Then, suddenly, the money 
began to pour in on the little cow pony. The 
books, big and little, were swamped with bets 
and rushed to lay off at the track.

EB MAY in Cedar Rapids, Iowa, a jury of nine men and three

Our legislators have 
not formulated it into a statute. But in America, juries are given great 
latitude in arriving at verdicts, and the tradition of acquitting persons

Teresa first met Philip Barton Key when she 
attended the Inaugural Ball of 1857 with her 
husband. Key, 42 years old, descendent of an 
aristocratic Southern family, and son of Francis 
Scott Key, author of the Star Spangled Banner, 
had recently become a friend and legal associate 
of her husband’s. 

Tall, self-assured and charming, he was in 
most ways the direct opposite of the blustering, 
dynamic, rather insensitive Sickles. Still the

After the Inaugural Ball, it was noticed that 
Key visited the Sickles’ home with increasing 
frequengy. Key was a widower, his young wife 
having recently died after an illness. Neighbors 
thought it not unnatural that in his loneliness he

' company of his new friends. 


Neither did they see anything wrong when, 
in the soft days of the following spring, Key, 
dressed in riding habit and smartly mounted, 
called almost daily at Stockton Mansion and Mrs. 

Since 
Sickles’ responsibilities required him to be absent 
so often, it was fortunate that Mr. Key could 
find the time to devote to her. 

But close friends of the Sickles thought they 
detected a new vivacity in the manner of Teresa 
Sickles. They also noticed that when Key es- 
corted Teresa to social affairs, her gloved hand 
would cling tightly to his arm and she would 
look at him with dark shining eyes. 

During the summer, Key visited the Sickles 
at Bloomingdale. When the following fall Key

After his initial shock, Sickles considered the 
letter thoughtfully. - He knew no one with the 
initials R. P. G. He was inclined to think it was 
the work of a malicious crank who had got wind 
of the gossip. 

He put the letter aside. He soon found, 
however, that he could not put its contents from 
his mind. He kept telling himself that he had 
complete faith in both his wife and Key. 

Still there might be some truth in the letter. 
Doubts gnawed at his mind. It would be so 
easy to be certain. Early the next morning, 
he went alone to West Fifteenth Street. There 
brief inquiries established that Key had rented 
a dingy two-story house at No. 383, and that 
a woman had been seen to enter it while Key 
was within. 

Sickles was thunderstruck. But still he was 
not wholly convinced. Perhaps the visitor at 
Fifteenth Street was some other woman. Clutch- 
ing desperately at the possibility, he sought the 
help of George Wooldridge, his personal clerk. 
He asked Wooldridge to rent a room across the 
street from the house, make inquiries, and 
watch. Wooldridge did this. But for two days, no 
one came to the house. His inquiries, however, 
brought forth the information that the woman 
had been seen entering the house on the previous 
Thursday afternoon. 

He took his report to Sickles. 

The congressman was momentarily relieved. 
He remembered that his wife had spent all of 
Thursday afternoon with a woman friend. But 
doubts still troubled him. He asked Wooldridge 
to go back and try to learn what costume the 
woman had worn. 

The next day, Wooldridge returned and 
soberly told Sickles of an error in his previous 
information. The lady had not entered the 
house on Thursday, but on Wednesday. The 
clerk then described the costume she had worn, 
according to the witness who had seen her. 

Sickles’ face went pale. Then he collapsed 
into such a violent fit of grief that Wolldridge, 
feeling that he wanted to be alone, departed. 

That evening, Bridget Duffy, a servant at 
Stockton House, was attracted by the sound of 
Sickles’ voice, at a.hysterical pitch, coming from 
his wife’s bedroom, She crept up the stairs and 
peered through the half-open door.

At this point George Wooldridge, Sickles 
personal @lerk, took him aside one day and spoke 
to him in a halting, serious tone. 

Sickles, immersed in work, gave a snort and 
a wave of his hand. ‘Mere idle gossip. Key is 
a man of scrupulous honor and I trust him as 
implicitly as I do my wife.’ Then he became 
thoughtful. ‘But if such stories get about it 
will harm her reputation, and mine, too. I'll 
speak to Key about it.” 

From then on, the rides in the country were 
discontinued.

One day Dan Sickles received a letter In a 
cheap envelope. He. frowned irritably: at the 
unfamiliar writing, ripped it open, and read: 

“Washington, February 24th, 1859 
Hon. Daniel Sickles 

Dear Sir: With deep regret I enclose to your 
address these few lines but an indispensable 
duty compels me so to do seeing that you are 
greatly imposed upon. pry.

She was sobbing piteously. Her husbarrl towered 
over her, his eyes wild, his fists clenched. 

“Write it down!” he demanded. ‘Every word 
that you have confessed to me!”’ | 

Her eyes brimming tears, the girl took a pen 
and tried to guide its strokes. 

The document which her trembling hand pro- 
duced was a full confession to misconduct with 
Philip Barton Key over the preceding eight 
months. Its thoroughness from a legal point of 
view left little doubt of Sickles’ prompting. 

When Sickles ca led Bridget Duffy and a 


‘governess in to witi.ess the signature “Teresa 


Bagioli,” they noticed that the girl’s wedding 
ring was no longer on her left hand. As soon 
as the two had signed, Sickles snatched the docu- 
ment and strode from the room. According to 
Bridget Duffy, Teresa spent the entire night sob- 
bing fitfully, while Sickles, locked in his library, 
could be heard steadily pacing the floor. 

Around noon the following day, he called an 
old friend, Samuel Butterworth, to Stockton 
Mansion House. According to a statement But- 
terworth made later, Sickles, in a highly emo- 
tional state, kept asking his advice, unable to 
make up his own mind about what to do. - 

Then, shortly before two o’clock, Sickles hap- 
pened to look out of the window. 

Below him in the street he saw Philip Barton 
Key standing before the house and waving a 
handkerchief: toward an upstairs window. 

Sickles’ muscles clenched in ungovernable 
rage. Seizing “two derringers and a muzzle- 


loading revolver,” 
went up to Key. 
A few moments later, friends of Key at the 
Cosmos Club, attracted by the sound of the 
firing, rushed out and carried the dying man 
into the club. Sickles as once gave himself up 
voluntarily to the police and was taken to jail. 
~ Instead of being treated as a murderer, 
Sickles, somewhat to his own surprise, became 
overnight virtually a national hero. Messages 
of congratulations, flowers and gifts, poured 
into his eell which was the best in the jail. The 
warden even apologized for not giving him a 
better cell, saying, “It’s the best you congress- 
men gave us.’’ America was rallying to the 
defense of a man who had “slain to preserve the 
sanctity of his home.” During the choosing of 
a jury for the trial, dozens of men were dis- 
qualified because they admitted to a precon- 
ceived opinion, but at last a jury was selected, 
and on April 4th, the trial got under way. 
The prosecution could do little more than 
re-state the facts which everybody knew: That 
Sickles had most certainly attacked and mur- 
dered the unarmed Key, having been seen to do so 
by a-number of reliable witnesses. Then Sickles’ 
battery of seven top-ranking lawyefs began their 
attack. The arguments they brought forth were 
later to be dusted off and re-offered by the 
defense in practically every Unwritten Law case 
from that day to the present. 


he rushed to the street and 


ICKLES’ attorneys contended that under the 

extreme circumstances, homicide was justifi- 
able, but that even if it was not, Sickles was still 
innocent by reason of being insane with grief at 
the time. With mounting eloquence, they quoted 
laws and customs from the time of Moses on. 
They dwelt chiefly on the particular heinousness 
of Key’s offense, and hence the insane frenzy it 
produced in Sickles. 

“Every throb in his heart,”’ intoned Attorney 
James T. Brady, “brought before him the great 
extent of his injuries. 

Every drop of his blood carried with it a 
sense of his shame, an unextinguishable agony 


over the aye his wife, an appreciation of, the ~- 
co 


dishonor to e upon his child.” - 
“Look at Mr. Sickles and look at that poor 
girl,’’ the defense pursued, “for though she is 
the mother of a child she is still a girl, accessible 
to the influence of a master intellect though the 
sphere of its mastery be even in the region of 
seduction. And look at that young child stand- 
ing between its father and mother. Perhaps it 
might be better to divide her in twain and leave 
one half at the foot of each parent than let her 
live from the point she now has reached. Look 
at this case and say whether you may break into 
the sanctuary of a man’s heart, rifle the treas- 
ures of his house, and betray his hospitality,

bring shame upon him? leave him almost hope- 
less, a wanderer in the world.”’ 

Throughout the 20-day trial, the outcome had 
never been in serious doubt. After 72 minutes’ 
deliberation, the jury returned ‘the verdict: “Not 
guilty!” 

The court directed that the prisoner be dis- 
charged. As a curious aftermath of the trial, 
Sickles created another stir the next spring by 
announcing that he had taken his wife back. But 
this was little more than a formality to protect 
her. They were seldom together from that point 


until she died, a sick and grief-stricken woman, 
at the age of 31. 


ICKLES’ daughter, Laura, beset with haunting 
memories of her youth, grew up to experi- 
ence a tragic: love affair, after which she fell 
into drinking and dissipation. She died in a 
furnished room in Brooklyn at the age of 38. 
But the murder of Key, rather than wrecking 
Dan Sickles’ career as his lawyers had solemnly 
predicted at the trial, tended only to increase his 
popularity. He went on to a full and useful 
public career. After serving as a general in the 
Civil War, where he lost a leg, he was appointed 
Minister to Spain. In that country he married 
Caroline Creagh, a woman of noble blood, with 
whom he had two children. He was later sep- 
arated from her, however. 

Returning to this country at the age of 60, 
he plunged once more into work with the city 
government of New York, meanwhile building a 
small fortune in the stock market. He died at 
last in 1914 at the age of 94, bequeathing to 
the American people the Unwritten Law.

Heroic 
Grandma 


RS. W. J. BRICKER, o 
M Okla., may be 67 years Old and a 
grandmother, but that doesn’t 
make her eligible for a wheelchair yet.

Bricker jumped in after him and held 
him up for seven minutes before help 
arrived. 

The amazing thing about. the rescue 
was not the heroine’s gray hair or her 
67 years, but her courage. For Mrs. 
Bricker can’t swim. 

She held Clarence and herself afloat 
by kicking, pushing and flailing the water 
for those seven minutes—-seven hours, it 
seemed to her, she said later. 

Clarence had been playing in a corn- 
field next to his grandparents’ home 
in Dustin, when suddenly. the child 
screamed and disappeared. Rushing to 
the spot where the earth had seemed to 
open up and swallow him, Mrs. Bricker 
spotted the open well and peered in— 
to see Clarence thrashing helplessly in 
the water below. Without hesitation, she 
dove in after him. 

Holding up a frightened, struggling 
youngster in deep water is hard to do 
even when you are an expert swimmer. 
For Mrs. Bricker, who .ccouldn’t swim a 
stroke, it was a nightmare of panic. 

Finally the noise attracted the boy’s 
uncle, 44-year-old Buster Bricker. He 
brought a flexible washing machine ex- 
haust line, which he lowered down into 
the well to his mother. Grabbing the 
line, she was able to hold the boy up 
until Bricker found a cornstalk long and 
heavy enough to pull the boy out. 


UT Mrs. Bricker’s troubles weren’t over 

yet. The weight of a grown woman 
being considerably greater than that of 
a boy, a cornstalk would not have held 
her. She had to remain in the icy water, 
chilled and exhausted by her struggles, 
while neighbors were summoned, 

They arrived with a ladder, but they 
found it was too short to reach the bot- 
tom. Then someone brought a rope. They 
looped it around her shoulders and finally 
they were able to drag her out. 

Neither Clarence nor Mrs. Bricker was 
hurt, thanks to the grandmother’s quick 
action and her refusal to admit that she 
was licked in a situation in which most 
people would have just given up. 

“What else could I do?” she said with 
simple logic. “Frightened? Of course I 


was. But God was with us, and we 
made it.’
